Ur,  Chairman,  &  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your 

consideration  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  Trawden  for  the  year,  1959* 

It  was  a  very  good  year  for  t&e 

inhabitants  of  Trawden,  The  incideno©  of  infectious  fevers  was  very  low, 
in  fact  it  was  one  of  the  lowest  for  many  years.  The  birth  and  death  rates 
were  also  very  low,  very  much  lower  than  last  year.  Cancer  and  Heart  Disease 
were  the  chief  causes  of  death.  I  am  pleased  to  say  the  maternal  mortality 
and  infant  mortality  rates  were  Nil. 

The  Clean  Air  Act  is  now  in  being  and  even  such 
a  rural  area  as  Trawden  can  be  improved  by  a  reduction  in  the  creation  of 
domestio  and  factory  smoke,

their  continued  assistance  and  co-operation,

The  Death-rate  this  year  stands  at  18*5  compared  with  20.0  and 
this  is  a  decrease  of  1*7  per  1000  of  the  estimated  population.
